Rock Comes of Age

QUESTION: My husband and 


I are both working and paying 
the social security tax. We have 
three 
young 
children. 
If 


something happens to me, will 
my children receive social 
security benefits m my record?. 


ANSWER: 
Yes', in ca|e of 


your death the children will 
receive monthly benefits, also, if 
you become disabled, you may 
qualify for monthly benefits for 
yourself and the children. 
Children now have the same 
protection on their mother's 
record as they have on the 
father's record. 


QUESTION: My 20 year old 


son is severely diabled 
the 


result of an auto accident. He 
has been working part—time for 
several years. 
Could he be 


eligible for disability benefits 
based on his own work? 


ANSWER: Yes. At his age he 


needs credit for only 1 4 years of 
work in the last three years 
before his disability began. If his 
disability is expected to prevent 
his returning to work for at least 
12 calendar months, he should 
file a claim at the social security 
office. 


QUESTION: How much can I 


earn and still receive social 
security benefits? 


ANSWER. 
You may earn $ 


1,680 in a calendar year and 
receive all of your benefits. If 
you earn more than $ 1,680, an 
amount equal to half of your 
earnings over } 1,680 and up to $ 
2,880 is not paid. For earnings' 
above $2,880, you lose $ 1 benefit 
for each 11 earned. An exception 
is that pay menu are made for 
any month in which you do not 
earn over $ 140 and do not work in 
self—employment. Of course, all 
payments are made beginning 
with the month you become 72 
regardless of your earnings. 


QUESTION: When I applied 


for my social security card I 
used my nickname. Now 1 go by 
the same as shown on my birth 
certificate. 
How do I get my 


card changed. 


ANSWER: 
We are sending 


you a form entitled "Request for 
Change 
in Social Security 


Records". Fill it out sign it, and 
mail to this office with your 
present card. We will send you a 
corrected card by return mail 


QUESTION: 
Are dental 


services covered by Medicare? 


ANSWER: Medicare does not 


pay for items and services in 
connection 
with 
the 
care, 


treatment, filling, removal, or 
replacement of teeth. However, 
payment may be made for 
certain surgery related to the 
jaw, or to the repair of any 
fracture of the jaw or facial 
bones. The removal of impacted 
wisdom teeth is not covered by 
Medicare.

HOLLYWOOD - (NBA) - 


It's hard to imagine Paul 
McCartney at 50 or Mick 
Jagger pushing 60 or any 
middle-aged r o c k group. 
But, barring accident or ill- 
ness, the years will pile up 
on them and someday they'll 
all be old. 


Can there be middle-aged 


rock groups? Or will today's 
young and vital performers 
change as they age and 
switch to a less-frantic form 
of music? 


"Perhaps 
there will be 


middle-aged groups," says 
John Kay of Steppenwolf. 
"I've seen Bill Haley and 
Bo Diddley playing lately, 
and they're not young any 
more. But I think it's more 
likely that today's groups 
will simply disband and go 
their separate ways." 


Already many of the suc- 


cessful ones are changing. 
They 
frequently 
abandon 


long road tours when they 
make it big, and just go out 
weekends and play concerts. 
It's enough—one good night 
will gross them as much as 
$90.000. 


What most of them want is 


a chance to do films or tele- 
vision, so they can 
stay 


home more. More and more 
have become 
family 
men 


and there's the pull to stick 
around the house and the 
kids. 


The Everly Brothers are 


not old, but they're not young 
any more, either. They first 
achieved prominence in the 
middle '50s, so they've been 
doing well for around 15 
years. Figure it out. 


Their blend of country and 


rock—it used to be called 
"rookabilly" but "folk rock" 
is the fashionable term now 
—has shot them suddenly 
into an ABC summer show, 
filling in for Johnny Cash. 
This is what they want. 


Phil, the younger, admits 


that the important things in 
his life today are his 3*2- 
year-old son and his 38-year- 
old Packard, in that order. 
He writes poetry, hopes to 


have some published "be- 
cause it it were published it 
would be proof that it has 
some validity." 


Don is concerned with such 


things as health and paint- 
ing. He recently gave up 
smoking (three packs a day) 
and eating meat (two steaks 
a day), because he felt that 
c i g a r e t t e s were bad and 
steaks were inflationary. 


Musically, "we're doing 


the same things we've been 
doing for years," Don says, 
"Only now we do it for a 
much wider variety of audi- 
ence. We've worked on rock 
shows and on country shows, 
and maybe we play our stuff 
a little harder on the rock 
shows and a little softer on 
the country shows, but al- 
most the same." 


This wider variety of audi- 


ence is also the reason why 
another performer who is no 
callow teen-ager—blues sing- 
er B. B. King—has lately be- 
come a big star. 


King 
has 
been 
singing 


blues for 25 years, and 21 
years of that was on the 
road. He says he has had 
two months off in 21 years, 
and one year he played 342 
one-nighters. Now, suddenly, 
things have picked up. He 
figures he'll earn 75 per cent 
more money this year than 
he did in '68. 


He's singing the same as 


he always did. Once, in the 
mid - '50s, 
he 
thought he 


should try to join 'em, since 
he wasn't having much luck 
trying to beat em. 
So he 


augmented 
his band 
and 


gave it a rocking-jazz flavor. 
It was a nice sound, he said, 
but the big payroll kept him 
broke. 


He used to play mostly 


blues places. Now he's play- 
ing the big Vegas hotels, be- 
fore well-dressed and well- 
fed audiences. 


"I'm 
enjoying this suc- 


cess," he says. "As a boy 
in Mississippi, I never had a 
home of my own, never until 
I bought one for my folks 
when I was 21. So I always 
liked 
clothes, 
because

never had much. Now I buy

The reporter was visiting the 


studio stage where "A Gun- 
fight" was filming interiors be- 
tween locations at Santa Fe. 
N.M., and in Spain. The power- 
fully built Cash was performing 
a scene in a bedroom with ac- 
tress Karen Black. Cash plays 
an IMOs gunfighter, Miss Black 
portrays the local prostitute. 


The scene was fairly tame by 


recent film standards. That was 
Cash's story: 


"When t read this script, I 


liked it a lot, and I told the pro- 
ducers, Ronnie Lubin and Hal 
Bloom, that I would do it. But 
there was just one scene that 
had to be changed. 


"That was the scene in the 


bedroom where I dropped in to 
see the town prostitute. In the 
script it said that she was to ap- 
pear in bed nude, with the sheet 
pulled up to her waist. 


"I couldn't do that scene. How 


could I do that and then record 
an album of hymns? Or talk on 
my television show about what 
religion means to my life? Why, 
I'd be a hypocrite: 


"I told them what. I said I 


couldn't do a scene with a naked 
woman in the very first impor- 
tant movie I've made. And they 
said it was okay, it would be 
taken care of. 


"Last Friday it came time io 


do that scene. I asked Karen if 
she had seen any of the new 
pages. She said there weren't 
any new pages. That's when 1 
found out they were planning to 
do the scene just the way it was 
written. I put my foot down." 


After a confrontation with the 


producers, Cash's 
will pre- 


vailed. Miss Black remained 
fully clothed. 


The Nashville-based singer re- 


marked that he and his wife 
June love to see movies and 
have a projector in their home. 
But, like many another movie 
fan, he is repelled by many of 
today's films. 


"Nowadays they make movies 


filled with a lot of four-letter 
words, and they say that nobody 
is offended by that any more." 


Aside from the hassel over nu- 


dity, Johnny Cash appears to be 
enjoying himself with his first 
big film-he has appeared as 
himself in minor ones. He cos- 
tars with Kirk Douglas in "A

Body Builds Barriers 
Against Disease Germs

It has been aptly said that 


the wonder is not that we get 
sick but that, in spite of a 
constant bombardment by 
disease germs, we stay well 
at all. This feat is accom- 
plished through a variety of 
protective m e c h a n i s m s . 
Germs in the air that find 
their way into your eyes or 
mouth are usually killed by 
a powerful antiseptic called 
lyspzyme in your tears and 
saliva. 


Those germs that are swal- 


lowed without being killed by 
your saliva are met in your 
stomach by even stronger 
antiseptics. Few, if any, are 
likely to reach your duode- 
num, just beyond the outlet 
of your stomach. 


When you suffer a break 


in your skin the protective 
mechanism is a little more 
complex. In the resulting in- 


the clothes I want. I like to 
stay in nice hotels. If I feel 
like having a steak now, I 
have a steak."

mobilized at the scene which 
allow the white blood cells 
to escape from your capil- 
laries. In an amebalike pro- 
cess, these leukocytes extend 
their walls around individual 
invaders and completely en- 
gulf them. Even when an in- 
fection gains a foothold, as 
in a boil or abscess, the leu- 
kocytes wall off the infection 
and keep it from spreading 
throughout your body. 


If some of the germs get 


into the lymph channels or 
blood stream, they find an- 
other barrier in one of the 
thousands of small lymph 
nodes stationed at strategic 
points throughout your body. 
These nodes may become 
enlarged and tender but they 
help to keep the infection 
localized. 


Another important defense 


mechanism is the foreign- 
body reaction whereby your 
b l o o d produces antibodies 
against the invaders. Each 
antibody is specifically tai- 
lored to one type of foreign 
protein. It is this immune 
reaction that, for a variable 
length of time, prevents a 
second attack by the same 
type of organism. A similar 
immune reaction is respon- 
sible for various allergies—a 
less fortunate accompani- 
ment of your p r o t e c t i v e 
forces. 


In the case of influenza 


and the common cold, the 
immunity is limited to a spe- 
cific strain and, when a sec- 
ond attack occurs, it is be- 
cause either your immunity 
has gradually disappeared 
or you have acquired a new 
strain of the virus. Infants 
during the first five or six 
months of life are protected 
by antibodies transferred 
from the mother's blood. 
After he is 6 months old, the

psoas abscess? What is the 
best treatment? 


A—A psoas abscess is a 


"cold" (slowly forming, non- 
inflammatory) abscess aris- 
ing from a disease, usually 
tuberculosis, of the lumbar 
vertebrae. The pus formed 
descends into the sheath of 
the psoas muscle, which is 
attached to the involved ver- 
tebra. A combination 9f sur- 
gery and modern antituber- 
culosis drugs is used in its 
treatment. 


Q—My son-in-law has tu- 


berculosis of the kidneys. Is 
it catching? Can it be cured? 
What drugs are 
used in 


treating it? Is surgery ever 
necessary? 


A—Tuberculosis of the kid- 


ney is not catching. It is 
treated with the same drugs 
used for pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. Surgical removal of 
the diseased kidney is rarely 
necessary.

. tuberculosis hospital and his 


tests are negative, can he 
still be a carrier of the dis- 
ease? 


A-No 


Q—Is it true that radio 


and television give off harm- 
ful radiations? 


A—R a d i o does not but 


color television sets do when 
viewed too closely. 11 the 
viewer sits at least six feet 
from th. screen, there is no 


danger. You should avoid ex 
posure to the sides and rear 
of the set when it is turned 
on. Manufacturers 
are con- 


stantly improving the safety 
of their sets. 


Q— Will w a t c h i n g color 


television hurt the eyes? 


A— Not if the room is well- 


lighted. Some persons with 
g l a u c o m a develop ocular 
discomfort w i t h prolonged 
viewing. At the first sign of 
such discomfort, they should 
slop looking. 


Q— What happens to a per- 


son if his t h y m u s is re- 
moved? 


A— The thy m us helps a 


child to develop the ability 
to combat infections. This 
function is completed before 
he reaches puberty, 
after 


which the gland shrinks and 
becomes less important. 
It 


may be removed from an 
adult because of a tumor of 
the gland or Because one his 
myasthenia gravis In either 
case, the health is improved.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Al Kaline may not beat out Frank 


Robinson for right field on the American League's all-star 
team, but he did beat out Babe Ruth. 


When baseball's 41st all-star game begins in Cincin- 


nati July 14, Kaline will probably be on the bench. But he 
is on the all-time all-star team according to his record 
of performance in all-star game competition. 


The American and National League teams, with leaders 


at their positions including right- and left-handed pitchers, 
were dreamed up by Newspaper Enterprise Association. 


The players were chosen on the basis of "representa- 


tional statistics" compiled by the Elias Sports Bureau. 
"Representational," in this case, means a minimum of 14 
official at-bats and at least nine innings pitched in all-star 
games. 


Ruth, at the end of his career when the first all-star 


game was played in 1933, participated in only two all- 
star games. He batted six official times, hitting one homer. 
His average was .333. Kaline, though he has a lifetime all- 
star average of only .324, has come to bat 34 times. 


There were many other surprises. In fact, of the 20 


players, only five are in the Hall-of-Fame: Jimmy Foxx, 
3b, A.L.; Charley Gehringer, 2b, A.L.; Ted Williams, If, 
A.L.; Lefty Gomez, Ihp, A.L., and Stan Musial, If, N.L. 


And of the 20, only four are active today: Kaline; Willie 


Mays, cf, N.U; Bill Freehan, c, A.L., and Juan Marichal, 
rhp, N.L. 


As most would expect, DiMaggio is in center field for

was the winning pitcher in the first all-star game, and 
those in 1935 and 1937. 


Bill Skowron beat out another Yankee, the estimable Lou 


Gehrig, at first base, A.L. Skowron played five games, one 
less than Gehrig, and hit .429 to Gehrig's .222.

carrying 62 prisoners Of war 
and 24 fishermen reached North

Vietnam today, completing the 
; 


biggest repatriation of captives 
of the Vietnam war. 


All of the prisoners threw off 


their clothing, duffle bags and 
gifts given them by the Saigon 
government as they boarded the 
boats, cast off from a South . 
Vietnamese landing ship and de- 
parted at full speed for the six- 
mile run to shore. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man reported that the two moto- 
rized junks "were 
observed 


reaching the shore" at Cua 
Tung village, just north of the 
Ben Hai River and the 17th par- 
allel that divides North and 
South Vietnam.

Vung Tau, reported that no inci- 
dents occurred and no North
